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Sahib Bhai Sahib Harbhajan Singh Khalsa 
Yogijihas taught uscan be clearly seen in 
our Bana, in our Bani in our Simran and in our 
Seva. Those who would judge him must first 
judge him by the fruits of his efforts. We are 
that fruit. If anyone can deny us as Sikhs of 
the Guru, then and only then can they think 
to discredit this man who by the Grace of Guru 
alone, has inspired literally thousands and 
thousands of Americans, Europeans, Canadians 
Mexicans and Japanese to embrace the Sikh 
religion as their own. Inthe history of Sikh 
Dharma this has never occurred in the Western 
world before. 
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Together we can establish an international 
Panth, a recognition and integrity throughout 
the world, the glory which the Guru himself 
inspired when he created the order of the 
Khalsa. But when I look around and see the 
straying, westernized and disenchanted youth, 
see the trimmed beards and non-Dharmic tra- 
ditions which are being allowed to creep into 
the Sikh community then I see that too many 
will stray from the path laid by Guru Gobind 
Singhji; they will lose the precious gift which 
was given by the Tenth Guru. And thus with 
the disintegration of Bana will go the entire 
Dharma. | 


The Siri Singh Sahib was first given the 
responsibility for heading up the Dharmic 
Mission in the western world, when he made 
his first return visit to India from the United 
States in 1970-71. During that visit the out- 
standing work which he had performed, by 
the Grace of Guru and for the Guru’s misson, 
was acknowledged and he was honoured with 
the official responsibility of promulgating Sikh 
Dharma in the West. This honour and respon- 
sibility was conferred upon him in a ceremony 
at the Akal Takhat, with duly signed state- 
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This is the first time of this 
planet earth that the Word 
had presided over man and 
man has bowed to the Word. 
There is no middle man. 
Vedas can be God, but not 
Guru. Bible can be holy 
Scripture, but not Guru 
Mahabarata can be the 
greatest philosophy, but not 
Guru.

ments to that effect being available within the 
files of the S.G.P.C. Also during that time, he 
was given the title of Siri Singh Sahib in relat- 
ionship to this responsibility. 


The structure of the Sikh Dharma organi- 
zation in the Western Hemisphere has been 
evolving and growing to accommodate the 
organization and required image of Sikhs. 
With the efforts of the Khalsa Council, in con- 
sultation with the Siri Singh Sahib and the 
Chancellor’s offices, the constitution of the 
Sikh Dharma was established and so approved 
by the S.G.P.C. in their Resoution No. 697. 


1. Number one allegation is that the Sir} 
Singh Sahib is setting himself up as a Guru. 


The first thing that the man who was theh 
known as Yogi Bhajan told his students jn 
America in 1968: “Iam not here to gather 
disciples, I have come to inspire teachers.” 
Donot love me, love what I teach you.’”’ He has 
repeatedly over these nearly nine years demon- 
strated and stated his position as a humble 
servant of his Guru. He calls himself a ‘‘post- 
man” sent by his Guru to deliver a few messe 
ages. He also calls himself a ‘‘trash collector’, 
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who must clean the minds of garbage so that 
Guru to fill them with the Holy Nam. 


On his first trip to India with 85 students, 
he took them to the Akal Takhat in Amritsar 
to be baptised into the order of the Khalsa, to 
drink the Amrit, to give their heads to the 
Guru. The vows which are taken by every Sikh 
and by every Sikh minister of the western 
Hemisphere state clearly, openly, directly and 
very, very bluntly, that we worship no man, 
only our God and Guru. The Siri Singh Sahib 
sits as humbly before his Guru, and among the 
sangat as any other Sikh. 


Because he never wanted to create any per- 
sonality’ cult, because he wanted to bring us to 
the feet of Guru, he has brought us to India, 
he has guided us to the light of Siri Guru 
Granth Sahib, he inspirated us to,drink the 
Amrit......first from the Akal Takhat Sahib 
in 197]. 


Any person who has honestly come and 
seen what is being taught and lived in America 
is more convinced that we are trying to live a 
pure Sikh life, as Guru Nanak through Guru 
Gobind Singh taught. We are willing to 
change any thing which is not proper. 


The Sikh Dharma in the West is governed 
by a Khalsa Council, composed of Regional 
Ministers and other Ministers from various 
localities throughout the world. This leader- 
ship and authority must also be communicated 
and dealt with by the leadership of the Sikh 
community here. Weare not the puppets of 
the Siri Singh Sahib. He would never like us 
to be his puppets. He has worked on us to 
make us Sikhs, to make us true Khalsa, and 
Khalsa has principles, commitment, dedication 
and a strength of character ‘and will. There- 
fore, we call upon you to deal with us directly. 
As the next most responsible officer of the 
Drama, I have come to India to be the spokes- 
woman of the Sikh Dharma in the West. I 
ask to be questioned, to be dealt with in the 
authority which I represent, I am here repre- 
senting the 250,000 Sikhs of western origin 
and they deserve to have a voice in this entire 
dispute. 
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2. The second allegation concerns the 
practice of yoga, i.e. Tantraism, Kundalini 
and sexual practices. 


Each morning in Bangala Sahib Gurdwara, 
asin many other Gurdwaras throughout the 
world, the men recite one line of Sukhmani 
Sahib and the ladies respond with one line. 
This practice is the same as the technique 
which we call Trantic Yoga. Trantic Yoga 
is simply a technique of chanting and medita- 
tion where the male polarity calls ‘‘Wahe 
Guru” and the female respond with ‘Sat- 
Nam’’. That is what we practice. It is no 
less innocent and no less divine. 
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Kundalini Yoga has always been taught 
under the auspices of the 3HO Foundation, 
which is an organization established ‘“‘for the 
advancement of the individual through science, 
education and religion.” It is the educational 
organization through which yoga is taught. 
It is not the Sikh Dharma organization. 
The two functions have been clearly 
separated and for the past-6 years there has 
been a Sikh Dharma Brotherhood Founda 
tion, established for the sole purpose of 
advancing the pratices of the Dharma. It can 
clearly be seen by our examples that yoga is 
not regarded by us as sufficient in itself to 
realization of God. We are very strictly prac- 
ticing Sikhs and our practice of yoga is one 
part of our discipline. It is a part which inclu- 
des the chanting of Nam and Sadhana in fact 
which provides the basic techniques for chant- 
ing which are preferred to in our Siri Guru 
Granth Sahib. | 


Those of us who came to Sikh Dharma 
through the medium of yoga are not going 
to leave yoga, however, any more than we are 
going to leave chanting and reciting the Nam. 
After all, chanting of the Nam is yoga (Laya 
Yoga), performing seva in the langar kitchen 
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We were fortunate; Nanak 
found the Guru for us. What 
Guru? The Guru, as he found 
it, was the World. The Word 
was his Guru. He gave us 
the Word too. 
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is yoga (karma yoga), bowing before our Guru 
is voga (Guru Pranam). Yoga is not forbidden 
to a Sikh, anymore than tennis, golf or horse- 
back riding. We will not stop doing yoga, 
because it keeps us healthy, happy and holy. 
But we do not teach a Kundalini Yoga class, 
and declare that we are teaching Sikh Dharma. 
However, while we are teaching a yoga class, 
and while a student is sitting in deep medita- 
tion, we will speak the words of Guru Nanak, 
we will inspire them to the principles of Sikh 
Dharma, such as righteous living, hard work, 
chanting of Nam, performance of seva, etc. 


As for the teaching of sexual practices, this 
ls again a total distortion of facts. Under the 
auspices of the 3HO Fundation or as a minister 
of Sikh Dharma, SSS Harbhajan Singh Khalsa 
Yogiji is often called upon for marriage coun- 
selling and advice. He teaches ‘“‘Graest Ash- 
ram’’, as it is the basic tenet of the Sikh faith, 
and he has acted in the capacity of father} 
advisor to many of his young, married stu- 
dents. They regard him as a father figure, 
with that respect and regard, and in this capa- 
city he has given them personal advice regar- 


ding their married life. 
The only concepts which might be misin- 
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terpreted as sexual practices are his teachings, 
following the principles of Sikh Dharma— 
abstinence from premarital sex, fidelity to one 
marriage partner and the conservation of sexual 
energy for higher spiritual endeavours. 


It should also be understood that the Siri 
Singh Sahib receives no salary or compensas 
tion as a Minister for Sikh Dharma, or as the 
Siri Singh Sahib. Therefore, lecturing and 
teaching of yoga are his profession and his 
source of livelihood. 


He isa Minsiter of the Dharma and he 1s 
also a Professor of Yoga, or “Director of 
Spiritual Education” for the 3HO Foundation. 
As a lecturer, speaker and teacher of yoga, he 
makes his living and donates much of his 
income towards the promulgation of the 
Dharma, just asa Sikh may be a Granthi or 
an office bearer in the Gurdwara while wor- 
king as a professor in a University. 


| 3. This brings us to another allegation 


regarding his personal income, and his alleged 
misuse of funds and alleged personal involve- 
- ment in a number of businesses. 


All of this is clearly a figment of some- 
body’s imagination. The Siri Singh Sahib 
has only one source of personal income and 
that is through his lecturing and teaching, as 
I have stated above. He is involved in no other 
business, whatsoever. This can obviously be 
Clarified by the simplest investigation. 


The bui'dings and ashrams_ throughout 
. the country are owned by the members of the 
sangat, or they belong to the Sikh Dharma 
Organization. If they are owned by the Sikh 
Dharma it means that they cannot be owned 
by any individual and that they are operated 
dinder the auspices of the Sikh Dharma orga- 
nization which is governed by the members 
of the Khalsa Council. Therefore, these 
houses belong to all the members of the 
Dharma, not to any individual. 


. Every property which is owned by the Sikh 
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Dharma is thereby owned by the Sikh comm- 
unity. They are not owned by any individual 
and exist up to eternity for the posterity of 
Sikhs throughout the world. They are dedica- 
ted to the advancement of the Dharma and 
are a part and parcel of the Sikh organization 
worldwide. 


4. The latest allegation is an attempt to 
implicate the Siri Singh Sahib in _ political 
alliances with the past Congress Government. 


In America, religion and government are 
totally separate. The Government can have 
no control over the internal workings of a reli- 
gion and religions cannot be involved in politi- 
Cal issues. 


We have always had a great interestin 
India, because it is the home of our Guru. 
Year after year, we have come to visit Hari- 
mander Sahib, spending thousands and hup- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to just have that 
privilege and that blessing to visit these holy 
places. This is truly the extent of our politi- 
cal involvement with India, or with any Go- 
vernment. 


We care about the advancement of India, 
about the advancement of Indian people, 
about the integrity and prosperity of the Sikh 
community. To this end we have always main- 
tained contact and communications with the 
past and present officials of the Government, 
as well as the past and present religious leader- 
ship. We will continue to do this, and we do 
so without any political motivations whatso- 
ever. We have never invested money or man- 
power behind any political movement in any 
part of the world. 


Out of this love of India we have adopted 
a dress which represents the Indian culture and 
traditions wherever we go, and therefore, we 
are always unofficial ambassadors of India. 


Our interest, and the motivating interest of 
the Siri Sahib has always been a religious one. 
We are working aS missionaries in another 
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country and consequently we take it as a privi- 
lege to host religious personages and leaders 
from India when they visit America, Europe, 


Canada, Japan, Mexico, etc. We have always 


acted as hosts to visiting dignitaries as well, 
regardless of political party alliances, etc. A 
review of the pages of our publications will 
clearly show that we have entertained, hosted 
and received VIP’s from all cross sections, 
without regard to political parties or positions. 


Much politics have been played about us 
and around us, but we have never and we will 
never get involved. We are people dedicated 
to our Dharma, and we have left behind us all 
such entanglement with the maya. We remain 
well informed, alert and wise from our experi- 
ence of the past, and through our wisdom we 
choose to remain uninvolved. 


5. The question of building a replica of 
the Golden Temple in the west. 


It is impossible to think that the Hari 
Mander Sahib, built by the efforts of Guru 
Ram Das, Guru Arjun and maintained through 
the sacrifice of hundreds of thousands and built 
again through the toil and efforts of Maharajah 
Ranjit Singh, is a thing which could be dupli-

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cated. This cannot be done, and that greatness 
need not be duplicated. No manis foolish 
enough to think that such sanctity can be 
repeated, and certainly the Siri Singh Sahib 
has never had this intention. 


The Siri Singh Sahib almost daily guides 
the students in his classes through a mental 
meditation which consists of walking around 
the Perkarma of the Golden Temple, chanting 
the Mul Mantra and finally entering the Hari 
Mander Sahib. His greatest privilege and 
blessing of his life were the years which he 
spent cleaning the floors of that house, and 
therefore he has encouraged hundreds and 
hundreds of us to come India, just to take 
the opportunity to wash those floors. 


Do these preachings fit in with the character 
which some people are trying to project, of ‘a 
man who thinks that he is greater than Guru 
Gobind Singh, or who believes he can duplicate 
the Golden Temple or even surpass it. For the 
Siri Singh Sahib there is no holier and more 
sacred place than Hari Mander Sahib. To visit 
this place his heart longs daily, and we all feel 
the pain of his constant suffering at his separa- 
tion from that place. And he would come 
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often, but the enemies of the Panth, who are 
directing their attacks against him, make ita 
matter of life and death for him to visit. 
Already, during his visit to India in 1974, an 
attack on his life was made at Bangla Sahib 
Gurdwara. Then following this, court cases 
were made to try and force him to appear in 
Indian courts, etc. For his own life he cares 
little, but the Khalsa Couacil and all officers 
of the Sikh Dharma in the west have refused 
to allow him to go under the conditions which 
exist here. 


It is a dream and a hope that one day, in 
the western hemisphere a beautiful temple 
should be built, by Sikhs of the Western 
Hemisphere, for the spiritual edification of 
people living in the western part of the 
world. It is to be built as a tribute and 
homage to Guru, especially dedicated to the 
4th Guru, Guru Ram Das, after whom most 
of our ashrams have been named and out of 
our great reverence and respect for the Hari- 
mander Sahib. 


We are continuing to try to achieve an 
understanding and a dialogue between our 
brothers and sisters here in India. We under- 
stand that the majority of you love and accept 
us as we do you. You know that we are stri- 
ving to live as Khalsa. We have no pretension 
that we are perfect or that we never fail or that 
we make no mistakes, but we are saying that 
we are committed to maintaining our Bana, as 
given by the tenth Guru that we recite our 
Banis each day, that we constantly do 
Simran throughout our working day and that 
we carry the spirit of Seva towards all our 
brothers and sisters. 


The history cf our Gurus is filled with 
Stories which we see mirrored in our experien- 
ces of this life and they give us the courage, 
faith and determination to keep up. There 
were no less traitors in those times, and the 9th 
Guru could not gain admittance to the Hari 
Mander Sahib, and the 10th Guru could never 
visit there in his lifetime. We all have our 
trials and our tests of faith and determination, 
and by Guru’s grace those of us who are really 
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Khalsa will pass all those tests and rise above 
the pettiness of the times, leaving behind and 
far behind those who are ridden through and 
through with jealousy, hatred and envy. 


Those of you who have embraced us as 
brothers and sisters, we ask you now to let 
your voices be heard above the clamour of 
these traitors. Join with us, stand with us, 
help us to achieve ever greater dignity, respect 
and unity for the Khalsa Panth.
